‘The city administration will appeal 


te the state legislature to continue 
the present corporate tax rate of $1.85 
per, $100 of assesed vatuation. It is 
the * desire of the city officials that this 
shall be a permanent rate, it was sald 
yesterday. They point put that. the 
rate has been boosted each session of 
the Tegisiature from $1.43 1-3 to $1.85, 
as @ temporary relief ever,. the 
effect of war prices became felt. 

“ Downetate’cities have been given 
permanent rate bodst, but 
has not,” explained Aid. Arvey, chair- 
man of the council judiciary commit- 
tee. “Chicago must appeal to the 
legislature each session for a continua- 
tion of the temporary rate. There is 
nothing to indicate that prices are 
g0ing down, so we shall ask that the 
$1.85 be made a permenent rate for 
the corporate fund, except that we 
shall divorce the Municipal court from 
the corporate fund and give it a Eats. 
of its own, if we can.” 

Bills Now in Preparation. ‘ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Leon 
Hornstein is preparing the requested 
bills, The Municipal court claims that 
it is gelf-supporting in that it receives 
in fines as much cash as is expended 
for ite maintenance,

Therefore we take it for granted that he 
has a plan for the distribution of public funds for 
political campaigning. 

At t government funds are available for 
one class candidates. They are the candidates 
‘who are in office and control patronage. Patronage 
is a condition of Iabor in which the servants of 
the public are carried on the public pay roll and 
have opportunity, thus supported, for doing polit- 
jeal work for the office holder who controls their 
appointment and their tenure of office. 

These political workers retain their office by 
gach service. The candidate who is not in office | 
must pay for the same political work out of funds 
supplied by himself or collected from some one 
else. That is the abuse of which Senator Borah 
spoke. It is a favorite idea in copgress that the 
amount of money a citizen may spend ir running 
for congress shall be restricted to petty cash unless 
he is in congress and may. spend the public money 
in the form of government pay to political ap- 
pointees. The beauty of such a system is that it 
makes it hard for any one to run against a senator 
or representative, and particularly difficult against 
a senator. In running for the senate it is neces- 
sary to canvases an entire state and if it is a large 
state even the item of car fare and lodging will 
run into money, providing the candidate wishes the 
electorate to know that he is running at all. Some 


should know it. 

fore we conclude that he contemplates an equitable 
distribution of public funds not only to the great 
party organizations but to any aggregation of 
citizens who form a party, and not only te citizens 
who are in office but to citizens who want to throw 
them out and take the office. 


All this is probably well within Senator Borah’s 


{ vision. Eiven a vision which does not have his 
range can see that it will be interesting.

DIET AND RHEUMATISM.. 

M. writes: Some time give us an 

article on food to avoid for those 

subject to rheumatism or the 

@ pain of neuritis, which ‘is often 
confused with rheumatism. 

My grandfather and father were both 
crippled and joints drawn with rheuma- 
tis, yet they lived to an advanced age. 
I am 40 and suffer from changes of 
weather, pains in joints, and evidently 


are lots of sufferers from rheumatism 
But in giving diets, re- 
member we have ‘to work, and please 
don’t cut off things that science is not 
positive about. We believe an article on 
rheumatism would be beneficial. 


REPLY. 

You need. not worry about*my cutting 
your diet. to a point where it would not 
furnish you fuel enough to carry on your 
work. We do not know much about'that 


we do know that the thousand and one 
rheumatism diets are without foundation 
in fact. This has been a fruitful field 
for the food, faddist, and in no other 
Seid had he heen more completely shown 
up as undependable and wild-cyed. | 
Barker and Cole sty in their book on 
rheumatism: “How crying is the need 
for common sense in the matter of diets 
for rheumatism! Here faddists have 
often held full sway. .It would seem as 
though no combination of foods had been 
left untried in chronic arthritis. Some 
have insisted upon the elimination of 
meat and eggs. Others have urged ab- 
stinence from cereal products. Al) sorts 
of bizarre dietetic proposals have been | 
made. Tomatoes, lemons, oranges, 
grapefruit, white bread, and various 
the ban.” | 
They conclude their passages on this 
subject by saying: “ Common sense is 
the best diet in chronic arthritis.’’. The 
same can be said about acute arthritis. 
‘Acute rheumatic fever is an infection 
characterized by fever, highly acid 
urine, swollen painful joints, microscopic 
patches of degeneration in the joints and 
heart. During® the height of the fever 
it will be just as well if the patient 
éats little or nothing. The proper dieting 
of any person suffering from a short, 
sharp infection consists in persuading 
him to sip a straw and be satisfied. As 
little food as the kifd friends will allow 
should be the rule. To satisfy the on- 
lookers, a little milk or a little vege- 
table soup and plegty of water, one way 


or another, is allowable. 
Acute rheumatism causes an excess of 


alkali producing foods as vegetable 
soups, potatoes, and fruits. . 

Acute rheumatism is an. exhausting, 
anemia-producing disease, Therefore 
during convalescence from acute rheu- 
matic fever, good, nutritious, blood build- 
ing foods are likely to be called for. 

What's common sense, therefore, while 
the fever is running high is just the 
other thing during convalescence. Peas, 
beans, raisins, green vegetables, yellow 
of egg, juicy meats, and the bran of | 
grains are blood building foods.
